The association also has de­ 
m anded tha t the federal radio 
commission prohib it b roadcasting 
lottery or gift enterprises as pub ­ 
lication of such m atter in new s­ 
papers is forb idden b y law.

The action of the casualty comp anies is a move 
in the rig ht direction and if all states would co­ 
op erate with these comp anies in weeding out un­ 
desirable drivers, the ultimate result would be 
fewer accidents.

ing his lovely daug hter. 
Such choice g ossip and scan­ 
dal, was not long a secret, to the 
p ublic, nor so long hidden from

Going to her room and finding

I reg ret that I cannot rep ro­ 
duce Harding ’s tribute to his 
dead daug hter, for I cannot 
I now, recall another such touch­ 
ing , heart breaking wail, from 
the p en of man.

litical election will be held this 
year, the fact is not causing any 
excitement and has created little 
or no interest so far. Word from 
officials of that corporation to- 
day stated that there have been 
no arrangements for holding a 
primary to select, the nominees 
for the four offices to be . filled 
at the election in the f all. 


This is an off-year for politi- 


cal elections in Indiana and in 
only a few sections will the voters ( 
go to the polls to choose public 
officials for the next four years.' 
Morristown, the only incorporat- 
ed town in Shelfly county, is one 
of the communities that will 
have an election. This is due to 
the incorporation of the town 
taking place in a year when the 
rest of the county was having .a 
vacation from elections. Conse- 
quently, the quadrennial election 
of town officials at Morristown 
falls due in every off-election 
year in Indiana politics. 
It has not been determined 


when a primary will be held for 
the selection of- nominees for the 
jeneral election at Morristown. 
There is no law specifying when 
the primary shall be held for an 
incorporated town as there is for 
other municipal elections in In- 
diana, which are always held on 
the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in May. Because of the 
Lack of interest in the Morris- 
town election it was impossible to 
Learn today when the primary 
will be held, if there is one.
